A New Expedition 


Glacier Priest Hopes To Measure Ice 
On Greenland’s Mountains 

Father Bernard R. Hubbard, famed 
as the “glacier priest” for his scien- 
tific discoveries in the Arctic, is pre- 
paring a new expedition. He hopes 
shortly to measure the depth of ice 
on Greenland’s mountains. Admiral 
Richard Byrd and other explorers 
claim that the ice caps in Green- 
land and in the Antarctic are more 
than 10,000 feet deep, Father Hub- 
bard believes they are not more than 
2,000 feet. To prove this he is going 
to Alaska to put his theories to the 
test on the Takue Glacier. Snow and 
ice piling up creature pressure, he 
argues. Pressure creates heat—and 
thus a certain proportion of the 
snow and ice is perpetually melting 
away, keeping. the depth of the ice 
belt at an average of 2,000 feet. 
Father Hubbard and his party will 
have to traverse. the treacherous 
Taku and Inklin Rivers with their 
dangerous rapids, ice menace and 
rock strewn beds.

SELECTED RECIPES — 


BREAD IN 44, HOURS 
(Four Loaves) 
12 cups Purity 


(About) 
sifted , 
4 cups water . . 
2 tablespoons shortening (melted) 

3 tablespoons white sugar 

2 tablespoons salt 

2 compressed yeast cakes ' 

Method: Dissolve yeast in % cup 
of lukewarm water. In the remain- 
ing liquid (which . should not. be 
above 100 degrees F.) dissolve the 
Sugar and salt, then add yeast. Mix 
in sufficient flour to make a soft bat- 
ter; add shortening and beat well. 
Stir in sufficient flour to produce 
dough soft enough to handle conven- 
jently, but not sticky. (In cold 
weather, warm, flour before using). 
Turn out on floured board and knead 
until soft and elastic. (The temper- 
ature of the dough should now be be- 
tween 80 and 85 degrees F.) Place 
in a greased bowl, cover and let rise 
until it is double the’ original bulk;

‘| then punch down. Let rise again and, 
after punching down’ once more, pjimes-Journal. 


divide into pieces which will half fill 
black sheet-iron baking pans. Round 
these pieces into balls and let stand 
a few minutes; then mould into 
loaves and place in greased pans. 
Cover and keep in warm place while 
rising. When double in bulk,” place 
in oven. If the surface is pressed 
lightly with the finger, the slight de- 
pression thus made will remain when 
the loaves are ready for baking. 
Should the depression quickly disap- 
appear, let rising continue a little 
longer. Bake in hot oven of 400 to 
425 degrees for 40 to 60 minutes, 
depending on size of loaves. 

The liquid used may be plain 
water, potato water, milk or part 
milk and part water. When potato 
water is used, reduce the salt by 
amount used in cooking potatoes. If 
milk is used it should be scaled and 
cooled. 

Four cups of liquid yeast (see 
recipe in New Purity Cook Book) 
may be used in place of compressed 
yeast. If liquid yeast is used, re- 
duce salt accordingly. , 

By the above method bread may 
be made in about 4% hours. Equally 
good bread may be made with half 
the amount of yeast specified, but 
process will take longer. ; 

When quick results are desired, 
double amount of yeast.

The men sit under the cow's 
tail, milking the animal from _ be- 
hind. The calves, duly muzzled, are 
roped to the cow’s headstall so as to 
encourage her to give milk. On the) 
other side of the byre, two men, 
clean shaven ‘and ‘wearing fleece pet- 
ticoats, the official dress of priests,

Getting Something Done 


-Manitoba’s Back-To-Land Movement 
Has Proved Success 

While in other parts of the Do- 
minion there has been a great deal 
of theorizing about placing uném- 
ployed on the land, the Manitoba 
Government. has been dealing with 
the question in a practical way— 
getting something done. A_ report 
recently presented to the Western 
Province Legislature indicated ‘that 
772 families have been placed on 
the land, and that. of these only 137 
have failed to get along and aban- 
doned their holdings. Expenditure 
on this plan to date has been $481,- 
776 and of this the Dominion Gov- 
ernment contributed $123,000, or 
about 25 per cent. It is explained 
that had these people been supported 
by direct relief the cost would have 


been something like $200,000 more | 


than’ the total amount expended in 
placing them on the land including 
cost of equipment.—Toronto Globe.

Research work now being carried on in the laboratories of the world 
devoted to industrial progress and advancement of scientific knowledge | is 
unlocking vast reservoirs of hitherto hidden facts and data to such an ‘ex- 
tent that their practical application to man’s needs and welfare is bound 
to profoundiy change habits and modes of life and work in the future. 

Old and well accepted theories in the realms of astronomy, chemistry 
physics, medical science, biology and other fields of science are being shat- 
tered almost daily as a result of the work which is being carried on by 
silent, be-spectacled men and women in these research workshops and so 
rapidly are new discoveries being made and converted to the use of man- 
kind that those who predict that the present century will go down in his- 
tory as an era of scientific achievement are speaking with undisputed | 


In fact, the achievements of the first third of the present century, are | 
sufficient in themselves to substantiate the claim for such an assertion ev en | 
if, for some unknown and unpredictable reason, the work in this field were | 
to be brought to an abrupt halt now. 

One does not have to search far to find reasons for this remarkable 
advance into the sphere of the hitherto unknown and to explain why so 
much that has remained hidden for centuries is now being revealed in so 
great abundance. 

One of the reasons is the large sums of money which have been made | 
available for the prosecution of such work by wealthy philanthropists. An- 
other is' the discovery by commercial orgahizations that it pays them to 
devote a percentage of their earnings to the conduct of research work to 
assist them in unearthing ways and means of improving their products a 
of reducing the costs of production to enable them to achieve a paramount | 
place in their field or to achieve it. Another is the now well. known fact | 
that almost every new discovery, or the search for it, opens the door for} 
another one and often enough paves the way for several more. Thus, the 
work is not only progressive but cumulative and in more than mathematical | 
ratio, Something like rolling up a snowball. 

‘Still another reasoh is the fact that so frequently, a discovery in one} 
field of endeavor results in the perfection of new equipment which makes | 


it possible to delve deeper into the mysteries of some other scientific realm 
or some other school of activity. 


And these do not exhaust the reasons. There are others referred to | 


recently by Mrs. O. Lazarus. Writing in a recent issue of the Christian | 
Science Monitor an article dealing’ with developments in the arena of| 
natural science this author said: 

“Natural. science ‘arose partly out of man’s desire to conquer nature 
and partly from his insatiable curiosity. From the earliest times man had 
never been content to live by bread alone. It had that within it which im- 
pelled it to seek out the mysteries of the world around. It is this curiosity 
which has forced men to make instruments which have enabled him to 
sweep the recesses of the starry heavens; to delve among the rocks in 
order to read from them the history of the earth and those who have lived 
on it in ages past. In his eagerness he has even Perea into the heart 
of matter and seen it dissolve into radiation.” 

The same writer sheds an interesting sidelight on the effect such work 
has on the minds of those who make new discoveries, 


when she says: 


““Every time he (the research worker) has forced open the locked doors in 


the Palace of Knowledge, he has become humbler, less certain of his at- 
one-time unshakable faith in the ‘reality’ of those things which his hands 
could touch and his eyes see.” 

It is unfortunate that in Canada sufficient recompense is not always 
given to the men and women who are devoting a lifetime.to unlocking the 
mysteries of, science for the benefit of the country and her people; at least, 
that is too often the case with those who are prosecuting their work un- 
der government aegis. As a result, more adequate remuneration sometimes 
proves too tempting and they are lured away south of the international 
boundary to the great loss of this country. 

When the benefits which accrue to the country as a result of the develop- 
ment of a rust resistant wheat—to quote an illustration—are weighed in 
the balance against the remuneration these trained experts receive it is not 


surprising if better offers from elsewhere for their services are sometimes 
accepted.

Landed 300 Years Before Columbus 
‘Made His Appearance 


The legend of the white Indian, 
and the claim that America was dis- 
covered by a Welshman, were reviv- 
ed at Cardiff, Wales, .recently dur- 
ing a Welsh book festival, -when 
books relating to the part played by 
Wales in world history were ex- 
hibited. 

Legend has it that the American 
continent was discovered by Prince 
Madoc in the twelfth century, 300 
years before Columbus.

Jersey, rested to-day on application 
ofa’ 65-year-old surgical grarting 
principle. ; 

A Newark orthopedic  sufgeon, 
starting with an’ operation at Beth 
Israel: Hospital, expects to apply the 
discovery of an Italian physician, 
Vanghetti, about 1870, using muscle 
grafts to connect artificial limbs. 

The sirgéon, who has asked his 
name ‘be’ withheld; has been engaged 
by the crippled children’s committee 
of the Nutley Elks Lodge. As he 
described the operation, a flap of the 


patient's skin, is drawn into a tube : 


and inserted under the muscle, This 
operation will be performed twice on 
each of the stumps of Seeley’s arms. 

When the tissues have healed, he 
said, cineplastic arms would be at- 
tached to the flaps. ‘The artificial 
arms and fingers then would be oper- 
ated with the flexing of the muscles.

Un- 
til negotiations can .be begun the 
several visions of a pacified Europe 
are as mocking mirages.” !
